Se« en schools in Kelt county are va- 
cant 'n account of a shortage of teach- 
ers. They pay anywhere from $25 to 
145 \*r month.

A trustee once argued with one of 
hiw teacher that the $40.00 per month 
which she demanded was out of all reas- 
on; that the $35.00 which she then re- 
ceiied was really more than her work 
merited. Sho made inquiry and found 
that he based his estimate of the worth 
of her work upon the muscular effort 
required, taking no thovght of th. pre|>- 
aration nor the brain work necessary 
for the proper discharge of her duties. 
This trustee did not mean to be unjust. 
He reasoned that a thing h worth no 
more than you pay for it. He had no 
difficulty in securing any number of 
able bodied men to do the work of his 
farm for 116.00 per month, they work- 
ing twenty-six days per month, while 
tha teacher worked only twenty. The 
farm hands began at sunrise, and quit 
only at sunset; whereas the leather 
worked only from eight until f nor with 
a whole hour at nomi. The tea/ her 
was something aft Human, so she 
grew interested in the work ..f the trus- 
tee's Immense farm, ami drew him out 
I on his methrals of management, and 
incidentally regarding the efficiency and 
trustworthiness of the help which he 
hired for 116.00 per month, liy acri- 
dent, she trapped the trustee into 
stating that he would "give most anv 
thing' if he could get a man with in- 
itiative and with real interest in the 
business one who would not demand 
•very legal holiday if the work were 
pressing, and who wnukl have an eye 
single to the beat interest of his em- 
pk»)er. The teacher then summed up 
the result of the ronvcraation very 
much as follows "You say your help 
are inefficient; that you must Ik* pres- 
ent in order to have anything accom- 
plished properly that they an- igno- 
rant; that Utey know little or nothing 
• •f the work they sre expected to do; 
that they have no desire to increase 
their skill or knowledge; that their only 
thought is to give the least possible 
service for the amount of wage prom- 
ised; that, in short, one of the men cm 
ployed at 116.00 per month **, kwa 
than half tha amount of work which 
might reasonably be expected of our 
man Now. sine* I have had charge 
of 5 our school, you have never enter 
ed the school nsim proving thervbv 
that )ou understand that I am not only 
capable of doing my work unaasisslcd. 
but that I have tha integrity and the 
interrat in my work to do ao without 
oversight, for the preparation for my 
work. I -pent many >«ara of study, 
and my father paid out several hun- 
dred dollar* of hard carncsl money, la 
my training worth nothing in the mar- 
ket of the world* Is my truatworthi- 
oe*a no asset in business? If not. then 
gat your hired man In teach your child- 
ran." The trustee was taken off his 
laet by this reasoning, and hastened to 
aay. "O, but my hired man doc. not 
know how to teach!" To which tha 
teacher replied.
